he oldest saying in the book states 

| that “timing is everything.” If you 
don't believe us, just ask the 
Almighty. Since forming in 1988, this 
Scottish quartet has continually found 
themselves out of step with the times— 
at least on this side of the Atlantic. When 
they emerged on the scene as a |azor- 
edged metal unit with their initial disc, 
metal was already on its State-side wane. 
When the band wandered into a more 
up-beat hard rock direction in the early 
‘90s, they encountered the fast-growing 
phenomenon of grunge staring them 
Straight in the face. But now, after years 
of struggling to both find their own 
musical identity and establish a State-side 
foothold, it appears as if vocalist/guitarist 
Ricky Warwick, bassist Floyd 
London, guitarist Pete Friesen 
and drummer Stumpy 
Monroe are finally on the 
right track. Their latest disc, 
Just Add Life, is a fun-lov- 
ing, fast-paced blend of 
metal, punk and pop that 
emerges just as more spright- 
ly hard rock music is begin-

ning to once again come to 
the fore. Perhaps at long last, 
the Almighty will find them- 
selves the right band in the 
right place at the right time. 

“We began to wonder 
what was going on,” 
Warwick said. “It seemed 
that our music was just never 
in step with American tastes. And it 
wasn't that we were trying to change 
our style. We were just out there making 
our music and hoping for the best. But It 
just never seemed to work out the way 
we wanted. But now maybe it will. It’s 
almost a scary thought to consider that 
people in America may actually get to 
hear our music— and that they may 
actually like it.” 

It’s been nearly three years since the 
Almighty last attempted to conquer 
American shores with their previous disc, 
Power Trippin’. Since then the band 
has busied themselves with the writing 
and recording of what they realize may 
very well be their make-or-break effort. 
But judging by the initial response 
afforded such Just Add Life tracks as 
All Sussed Out and Do You Understand, 
the Almighty might just catch the tail- 
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end of the punk-mania generated by the 
likes of Green Day and the Offspring 
and use that forum to launch their 
State-side offensive. But this is more 
than just another sneering, blue-haired, 
three-chord punk outfit, and certainly 
they're more than just another plodding 
hard rock unit. The Almighty are a band 
that manages to take the best from a 
wide variety of rock genres and then 
add their own brand of infectious fun to 


the proceedings. In all, it adds up to 
what might well be one of the year’s 
best hard rocking collections. 

“This is an album about songs,” 
Warwick said. “I’ve listened to the radio 
for the last few years and I’ve been more 
or less horrified by the quality of the 
songs. There hasn't been anything really 
memorable aside from an occasional 
track here and there. That's why we 
waited. | wanted to write a set of great 
songs with verses and choruses that 
would excite people when they heard 
them on the radio. If it took three years, 
so be it.” 


While we've been focusing on the 
Almighty’s difficult plight on this side of 
the Atlantic over the last few years, the 
fact is that the band has managed to 
maintain a sizable following throughout 
Europe. There, their high-energy sound 
is capable of filling clubs and theaters 
across The Continent, and their albums 
routinely reach the top of the rock 
charts. But despite their acclaim back 
home, Warwick and his boys want to

reat Expectations. If fellow Britisher 
Gor: Dickens hadn't already 

copped it for one of his tomes over a 
century ago, that would have made a per- 
fect title for Bush’s eagerly anticipated sec- 
ond album. Great expectations, indeed! 
When your debut disc, Sixteen Stone, 
comes out of nowhere to sell more than 
five million copies world-wide, and spawn 
a seemingly endless string of hit singles, 
there's little doubt that everyone, every- 
_where is carefully watching to see what 
Bushmen Gavin Rossdale (vocals/guitar), 
Nigel Pulsford (guitar), Dave Parsons (bass) 
and Robin Goodridge (drums) will come 
up with next. The rock world wants to 
know if these hard rocking London lads 
can possibly match the success such songs 
as Everything Zen and Glycerine brought 
them their first time out. And if they can’t 
match it, people will want to know why, It 
almost seems trite to say that big-time 
pressure is Bush’s constant companion 
these days— and it's the kind of pressure 
that has driven bigger, stronger more 
mature bands to an early grave. 


For their part, however, the Bush boys 
have chosen to combat everyone's great 
expectations by trying as best they can to 
totally avoid the hype surrounding their 
second release. That's certainly far from an 
easy task, especially with a preponderance 
of the work being done on the group's 
still-untitled new effort taking place in the 
European media capitol of London. But for 
some strange reason Bush feels safe and 
secure in their Fair City— a place that has 
done its best to avoid all the hoopla that 
the band's success has generated through- 
gut the rest of the English-speaking world. 
The irony of that situation— that Bush find 
themselves major Stars just about every- 
where except in their home city— ts far 
from lost on Rossdale. 

“| guess if we were Oasis or a band like 
that, they'd care more,” the handsome 
vocalist said with a bemused grin, “They 
don't even seem to notice us. It's actually 
rather pleasant. We don’t feel put-off by the 
reaction London has had towards us. This is 
such a trendy place, and | don’t think what 
we've been doing fits in with the British Pep 
Revolution of the mid-90s. Most of the peo- 
ple at home still think we're an American 
band. It all is rather amusing.” 

While they may not be on London's top of 
the pops at the moment, Rossdale does 
admit that the situation for Bush in their 
native land is certainly better in 1996 than it 
was in 1995. Now the band at least receives 
grudging praise from the tough-as-nails Brit 
press corps, a group that chose to universally 
spurn their native sons for months-on-end 
following the release of Sixteen Stone, 
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Even as that aloum raced to the apex of the 
charts in America, the London scribes pre- 
ferred to give Bush the back of their hand, 
dismissing them as little more than watered- 
down “angst rock"— a British band doing 
nothing but copying the successful musical 
formula already pioneered by a phalanx of 
State-side acts. At the same moment they 
were embracing the Beatles-inspired rantings 
of Oasis and Blur, the English media chose to 
try and bury Bush. Thankfully, it didn’t work, 
and nearly a year after their debut disc was 
released, Bush finally began to enjoy a major 
level of SUCCesS of their home front. 


“It certainly wasn't like it was in other 
places, particularly the States,” Goodridge 
explained. “Back home it was more of a 
‘Oh, we guess you’re okay after-all’ atti- 
tude. It was like they were doing us a favor 
to even acknowledge that we had made a

With all that in mind, one must wonder 
how the British will react to Bush's second 
album. Will they embrace it right from the 
start, making up for lost time and admitting 
their “miscalculation” of the band's multi- 
platinum debut? Or will they, with typical 
British reserve, continue to make Bush sweat 
it out, fighting for every positive word spo- 
ken and every laudatory review written? 
Either way, Bush know that not only have 
they built up a solid base of fan support 
throughout the British Empire, but in that lit- 
tle ol’ former Brit colony called America 
they're just liable to close out 1996 as one of 
the nation’s most successful hard rock acts. 
Already concert promoters have talked to

the band's handlers about putting Bush on 
an arena tour of the States in early 1997, 
and while they won't admit that they're anx- 
ious to tackle such a daunting challenge, 
Rossdale admits that the idea of headlining 
an arena show does intrigue him.

and over again, whether he wants it or not, 
Soundgarden’s charismatic vocalist has been made aware 
that there’s a segment of rock society which remains con- 
vinced that his band’s latest album, Down On The 
Upside, is just too heavy, just too uncompromising, just 
too non-commercial. It all makes the dark haired Cornell 
| smile. After all, despite all of its alleged “flaws”, the 
group's new disc has already managed to sell over two 
million copies, generate a hit single in Pretty Noose and 
become one of the most critically praised collections of 
1996. Somewhat ironically, the fact is that he fully agrees 
with the assessment of those who view Upside as heavy, 
| uncompromising and non-commercial. As it happens, 
that's just the way Soundgarden wanted it to be. 

“The roughness that people hear on this album wasn’t 
a point of making a dirtier, more street version of what 
we usually do,” he said. “It was just about getting more 
accurate with recording. Something about this record 
seems more sonically direct, possibly less larger than life 
than what we've done on previous records. The kick 
drum sounds less like a gun shot off in a gymnasium and 
more like.a drum. To my ears what you hear in these 
songs is the closest we've ever gotten to capturing the

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The reality of the situation is that Down On The Upside 
has already proven to be a major success, an effort that 
has added additional luster to the group's already glisten- 
ing reputation.

HP: How old were

career. He can get rather fed up with 
answering questions concerning his 
band’s leading role in shaping and direct- 
ing the course of the heavy metal 
empire. And his eyes will often roll sky- 
ward when he's confronted with yet 


another query about the 
new multi-million-dollar 
recording contract the 
Metallimen recently 
signed. But when he’s 
confronted with a ques- 
tion regarding the band’s 
latest album, Load, 
Ulrich practically bubbles 
over with enthusiasm. It 
almost seems as if the 
demon drummer can't 
wait to sink his teeth 
into the next probing 
press foray just so he can 
express his excitement 
over the group’s new 
project all over again. 
“It's like discussing a 
new child or a new love,” 
he said. “You really can’t 
get tired of that. The time 
after you finish a new 
album, hand it over to 
the record label, and wait 
for it to come out ts both 
one of the best and one 
of the frustrating times 
you can have. You like 
the idea that you've fin- 
ished your work and 
you're very satisfied with 
it. But you’re also very 
frustrated because you 
want to share what 
you've done with every- 
one, but until the album 
is actually released a few 
months later, you just 
can't do that.” 
Thankfully for Lars’ 
sake, Load has not only 
now emerged on the

We were working near home, 
and working with a producer who knew 
us and understood what we were trying - 
to do. That really helped bring out the 
best in us. We've let each song run its 


course, whether that 
takes four minutes or 
_ eight minutes, and that 
allowed a lot of new 
elements to come out. 
That’s one of the rea- 
sons this is such an 
exciting album for us. In 
some ways it picks up 
_ where the ‘Black’ album 
left off— in other ways 
it doesn’t.”

This is 
without question Metallica’s most 
mature, varied and fulfilling effort to 
date, a disc upon which the group has 
managed to expand their artistic hori- 
zons without sacrificing any of their 
musical crunch. While they may now be 
a little older and wiser, the band still 
manages to present their material with 
a degree of intensity and spirit that

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within the band’s loyal horde of followers 
as well as attract a new generation of fans 
to Pantera’s uncompromising sound. But 
for these Dallas-based rockers, the accom- 
plishments enjoyed by their latest collection 
are nothing to brag about. In fact, one has 
to press rather hard to even get one of the 
band members to acknowledge that mil- 
lion-selling albums and sold-out world 
tours have had any effect at all on their 
down-to-earth lifestyles. 

“It's just not our way of doing things, ” 
Vinnie admitted rather sheepishly. “When 
we have to ride a limo from the hotel to 
the show, we really feel out of our ele- 
ment. It’s nice that the albums have sold 
well, and the fans are coming out to see us 
on the road, but we're still the same people 
we were five, ten years ago. That's not 
about to change.” 

One way that success has changed 


Pantera, however, is that it has allowed 


Dimebag Darrell to build a state-of-the-art 
recording studio in the basement of his 
home. Originally intended as a practice 
facility for the band, and a place to record 
rough demos, the studio actually became 
the facility where Trendkill came to life. 
With Vinnie and Pantera’s “fifth member”, 
Terry Date, sharing the production chores, 


| the temptation to work in a comfortable, 


modern facility located quite literally right 
in their backyard, was more than these 
guys could resist. While working around 
their friends and families may have brought 
along a few extra distractions along the 


way, Vinnie admits that after tasting 
~ “home cooking” while working on their 


new disc, Pantera may never want to stray 
from their new recording studio again. 

“It just kind of came together for us out 
of frustration,” he said. “We had recorded 
the last album in Nashville, and we really 
didn't want to do that again. And the only 
top-rate studio in Dallas is 45 minutes from 
where we live, which is more of a com- 
mute than we wanted to make on a daily

basis. So we decided to get together and 
just build the studio at Darrell’s place. It 
worked out a hell of a lot better than we 
ever could have dreamed. It made the 
whole recording process a whole heck of a 
lot easier, and a lot more fun. Now that 
studio will always be there for us whenever 
we want to record. It's a great feeling to 
know that a place like that is ours and we 
don't have to book time or pay ridiculous 
hourly fees to use it.” 

Almost as soon as they emerged from 
their new recording lair, the band launched 
into one of the year’s most talked-about 
tours, a road trek on which they co-head- 
lined with always-unpredictable White 


Zombie. With the two bands putting on a 
show that frequently stretched on for more 
than four hours, the tour quickly became a 
headbanger's delight, with many a fan 
going home drained, drunk and deaf after 
the lengthy, full-throttle assault. But that 
tour wasn't enough for Pantera. As soon as 
they finished up with the Zombie folks, 
they headed off on their own, touring 
Europe and the Orient before returning for 
their own headlining tour of the States. 
Vinnie was particularly pleased that wher- 
ever the band went on their latest road 
trek, the crowds seemed to respond to the 
band's new material just as strongly as they 
did to the Pantera “classics” that com- 
prised much of the group's set. 

“We've got four albums out now, and 
that changes things,” he said. “Now 
you've really got to be selective about 
which songs you're going to play on stage. 
You can't just go up there and bang away. 
There are fans who want to hear things 
from each of the albums, so we've had to 
take a little time and effort to assemble a 
set that appeals to all of the fans.

In a nearby recording studio, 
vocalist/bassist Pete Steele, guitarist Kenny

boardist Josh Silver had gathered together 
to put the finishing touches on their latest 
album, October Rust, and the atmospheric 
theatrics were serving as the perfect foil to

enhance the unusual, if not downright 


bizarre attitudes presented by these off-cen- 


ter rockers. Steele, the band’s muscular, six- 
foot-six-inch leader was holding court as a 
playback of Love You To Death blasted 
through the small studio's overworked 
speakers. As the song‘s tale of lust built to a 
thundering crescendo, Steele's eyes 
appeared to roll back in his head as visions 
of Bacchus— the Greek god of wine and 
merriment— filled his fevered brain. For the 
next six minutes it seemed as if all the mem- 
bers of Type O had been absorbed in a 
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music-induced trance— one caused by their 
own musical magic. 
“We've heard these songs dozens of 
times, but we don’t get tired of them,” 
Steele said as he emerged from his trance- 
like state. “We just don‘t write songs and 
play them; for us the creation of music is 
something far more visceral, far more per- 
sonal. We put a lot of our soul into what 
we create. You can hear that, and feel 
that— hopefully. This: is a true labor of love 
for us. We never know if others will under- 
stand or relate to what we are saying 
through our music— though we always sin- 


cerely hope they do understand.” 
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For a band with such an admittedly non- 
commercial approach, Type O Negative has 
certainly been enjoying their fair share of 
fan approval in recent years. Battling from a 
decidedly “underground” base in the early 
‘90s, the band’s gothic/metallic blend began 
to draw rave reviews from wide segments 
of hard rock society— especially in Europe, 
where these New York rockers were 
embraced like long-lost sons. Their most 
recent disc, 1993's Bloody Kisses, reached 
the top of the charts in England, Sweden 
and Germany, and has now passed plat- 
inum certification on this side of the Atlantic 
as well. With total sales now approaching 
two million world-wide, Bloody Kisses has 
emerged as one of the least likely hits of the 
‘90s, at least to those ears not attuned to 
Type O's special song stylings. Now, with 
the release of October Rust, these 
Brooklyn boys have set their sights on loftier 
goals— in an artistic sense if not necessarily 
a commercial one. 

"Selling millions of records is great,” 
Steele said. “Make no mistake about that. 
None of us want to work in the pizzeria 
around the corner for the rest of our lives. 
But if we had to do that in order to main- 
tain our musical integrity, we would. A 
band like ours is very special, it’s not some- 
thing you change around just to expand 
your audience. If we decided to try and take 
advantage of the doors that Bloody Kisses 
has opened we'd probably fall flat on our 
faces. We've just got to forget about what- 
ever success that album had and just focus 
on making new music. With October Rust 
we haven't tried to pick up where the last 
album left off; we've taken everyone on a 
totally new ride with Type O Negative. “ 

From first note to last, October Rust 


boldly breaks new musical terrain for Type O 
Negative. Rather than resting on their laurels 
following the success of Bloody Kisses, this 
time around the band has expanded their 
frontiers, bravely venturing into previously 
uncharted rock territory. Continually, Steele's 
booming bass voice blends with the group’s 
Addams Family-meets-Sabbath riffs to create 
a dense, moving and highly theatrical musi- 
cal elixir. Without a doubt, this is powerful 
stuff, the kind of music designed to stir the 
soul, race the heart and even raise the dead. 
On such tracks as In Praise Of Bacchus and

My Girlfriend's Girlfriend, Type O has con- 
structed an industrial-strength sound that is 
filled with drama and action— while never 
losing sight of their decidedly heavy rock 
and roll roots. 

“We're all very pleased by the way this 
album turned out,” Steele said. “I’m not 
going to deny that having our last record do 
as well as it did put a lot of extra pressure 
on us— though we chose to ignore it. We 
were able to just bury ourselves in the music 
and forget about all the outside distrac- 
tions. Working in New York, as we did, we 

‘really couldn't hide from the record label. 
We're the biggest act they've ever had by 
far, so they wanted to keep their finger on 


everything that went on. We tried to get 
them out of our way and just assure them 
that things were going to work out well. 
Thankfully, once they heard what we were 


doing, they believed us. And now that the .. 
reviews are in— and they're mostly all posi-. 


tive— they're a little more relaxed, and so 
are we.” . 


Make no mistake about it— these aren't 
the kind of dudes to sit around wringing - 
their hands with concern as they waited for « — 
the reviews of October Rust to filter in.

For some 
fans— those old enough to remember 
the unprecedented jolt that Van Halen 
had given to the staid rock world when 
they first hit the scene in the late ‘70s— 
the reunion was met with an enthusiastic 
smile. For others— those who've grown 
up knowing only “vintage” VH through 
airplay on their local radio stations— the 
news was met with looks of confusion 
and doubt. Could a Roth-inspired Van 
Halen recapture even a smidgen of the 
magic of yesteryear? Could these middle- 
aged rockers still be the “bad boys” of, 
old? Well, apparently it’s time for all of 
us to find out! 

“It’s kind of surprising to realize we're 
working with Dave again,” Eddie Van 
Halen said. “Even a year ago there 
wasn't any real contact between us. | 
passed Dave on the street about that 
time and he didn’t even say hello. My 
wife was the one who even pointed him 
out to me. But when we decided that 
now was the time to do a ‘greatest hits’ 
album, which is something I've been toy- 
ing with for a number of years, it only 
made sense to at least contact Dave and 
see if we could work together on a song.

So what if times are chang- 
ing, if the bleak Gen X crowd is giving 
way to a younger, more upbeat genera- 
tion? Pearl Jam never cared about mass- 
appeal success or politically correct pos- 
turing before, and they're sure not 
gonna start caring now. As the band pre- 
pares to hit the European tour trail in 
support of their much anticipated new 
aloum No Code (their first since 1993's 
Vitalogy), one might get the impression 
that these Jammers are almost relieved 
that they may finally be a little out of 
style.

Hit Parader: Did working in an environ- 
ment like Malibu affect how Good God's 
Urge came out? 

Perry Farrell: The sounds of nature, birds 
singing and things like that, was the aesth=t- 
ic we were surrounded with. And there's 


really nothing more awesome than nature, 


which | think we were missing a bit of fun on 
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the last record. But we infused that with 
what we already do, so on the whole this is a 
more balanced record, | would say. Most 
bands, when they've got their songs togeth- 
er, set up their rhythm tracks, the bass and 
drums and do all the basic tracks at the same 
time, then go in and overdub. And it will all 


sound the same, because you've got the 
same basic set-up; you're not moving any- 
thing around. What we did over this long 
span of time was to tear everything down 
and then set it back up and finish one song 
at a time. That's why every song has got a 
very different tone, presence and attitude. 

HP: Did you have a specific approach in mind

when you went in to record the album or did 
it evolve over the time that you recorded it? 
PF: Don't let anybody kid you when they tell 
you that their finished record was just the 
way they planned it. That happens more in 
the Hollywood film industry, because they 
don't have the time for miracles. We wait 
for miracles with open arms. | never know 
what we're going to sound like, even though 
we always have one or two ideas about how 
we want to approach a song, and that keeps 
it fresh. The rest of it's the miracle part, and 
that’s the reward you get for all the hard 
work you put in. 

HP: During the recording of the album you 
lost your bass player, Martyn LeNoble, who 
was replaced by Mike Watt. Was it difficult 
to remain focused on the recording under 
those circumstances? 

PF: Well it was sad that Martyn had to go, 
but it gave us the chance to work with Mike 
Watt, David J and Flea. So it actually became 
more focused because, at one time we all 
were all wondering if we were going to 


‘make it out of this alive. 


HP: How did the addition of Mike Watt 
affect the band? 


PF: We wanted a really fresh approach and 
we wouldn't have gotten it if I'd just said, 
“Look Mike, you're the new guy, this is your 
part, here’s what we want you to do.” It 
probably wouldn't sound very good and you 
want to know why? Because everyone has a 
certain intonation in their body. People 
vibrate at certain frequencies. And Mike 
vibrates at a very different frequency than the 
rest of us. 

HP: What is the writing process within the 
band? 

PF: It’s not like we say. “Okay, look, these are 
the rules. There's four ways to write a song. “ 
It doesn't work that way at all. We might be 
hanging out and all of a sudden, I'll realize 
that crickets and insects have their own 
orchestras, just like we do. Then we'll start 
thinking about crickets, and making cricket 
noises and jamming and I'll start singing 
about what | think about crickets and we go 
from there. We hang out an awful lot 
together. We're pals, and | mean that sin- 
cerely. We travel together to islands and 
learn more there in natural surroundings 
than we do in the city, and it’s keeping me 
very balanced. | enjoy their company very

HP: Who produced the album?

Headcrash is one of Germany's most pop- 
ular hard rock acts. These politically vocal 
and socially critical recording artists start- 
ed out as typical garage band from the out- 
skirts of Frankfort. Their American debut 
CD, Overdose On Tradition is on 
Discovery Records (a division of Warner 
Music). When the first single Safehouse 
was released it quickly became the number 
one most added song to metal radio. Lead 
vocalist and main songwriter Allen Wright 


comprised the song in a one night sitting. 
His main inspirationis from this “little 
America stronghold.” 

“The lyrics go in detail about the state we 
are in... sometimes we tend to forget what 
is really going on,” explains Wright. “CNN 
with their flashy backdrops is always wait- 
ing for a tragedy to happen. And the 
advertising bombardment that makes us 
feel inferior because we are too thin, too 
fat, too poor, or not smart enough.

“We're not going to sell our soul,” adds 
Wright. “It’s time to raise awareness

Among these Six String Supermen, 


O-: upon a time, Guitar Gods ruled the earth. Their faster-than-light fret runs, and lightning-bolt chord progressions shook the 


one figure emerged from the fray to be both prayed to and cursed at with equal abandon. His name was (and still is, to the best of 
=. our knowledge) Yngwie J. Malmsteen, and despite the era of the Guitar God having apparently passed into the rock history books, he 


continues to both confound and amaze with his instrumental histrionics. 


Whether one views this Swedish axe ace as the greatest guitarist of his generation (as some— including the man himself— would proba: 
~ ‘bly state) or just d guy who somehow managed to turn playing scales into a sizable living, you've got to hand it to ol’ Yngwie J. Despite 
losing his major label deal, and finding much of his loyal following losing faith in his, cosmic guitar excursions, Malmsteen continues to 
crank out albums like his recent Magnum Opus, that prove once again that he remains one of the most gifted instrumentalists of his era. 
Recently we talked to the always-outspoken Yngwie about how his playing style— among other things— has evolved in the ‘90s. 


YNOV AE MAW 


Hit Parader: Have you 
approached your work in the 
‘90s with a different attitude 
than you did in the ‘80s? 
Yngwie Malmsteen: | never 
thought of my music as being 
of the ‘80s or the ‘90s. To 
me, music is supposed to be 
timeless. For me that’s espe- 
cially true since I’ve always 
utilized a lot of classical 
themes in my songs. | don’t 
think anyone approached a 
classical composer and asked 
if his music was becoming 
dated. Great music will 
always sound great. Music is 
designed to sir the heart and 
soul, not represent a certain 
period in pop culture. 


HP: Yet with the guitar appar- 
ently playing a less prominent 
role in today’s rock music, do 
you feel you are as contempo- 
rary as you should be? 

YM: Such matters don’t con- 
cern me. If you're asking am | 
happy that | sold more record 
in America in 1986 than | am 
going to do in 1996 the 
answer is no— but | also can 
say that it doesn’t really have 
much of an impact on my life. 
| just finished a world tour 
where | played in front of 
sold-out crowds in Germany, 
Italy, Switzerland and Japan. 
Now I’m coming to America, 
and | expect to enjoy similar 
success here.

HP: Why do you feel that there 
are fewer guitar heroes today 
than ever before? 


YM: Maybe it's because today’s | 


musicians don’t want to put in 


the time and effort to master | 


their craft. But it also might be 


that the style of music that’s hap- | 


pening at the moment does not 


lend itself to that form of expres- | 


sion. | think there are some very 
talented guitarists around today, 


though | don’t hear the kind of 


playing on many popular records 


that | particularly like. | tend not | 
to listen to very much popular | 


music, unless it happens to come 
on the radio, or | hear it at a 
friends house. 


HP: How has your style changed | 


on Magnum Opus as opposed 
to some of your earlier albums? 


YM: | would like to think that it’s | 
gotten better. An artist must | 


always challenge himself in order 


to evolve and improve. | don’t | 
believe than any of my albums | 


have been totally similar to the | 
ones that preceded them. This | 
one is exciting in that it allows | 


me to work with excellent musi- | 


cians in a format that continually 


challenges me. That's all | can | 


ever ask for. 


HP: Speaking of your fellow 


musicians, over the years you've 
developed a reputation as some- 
one that very hard to work with. 
Have you mellowed at all? 


| 
| 


YM: If you're wondering if | will 
accept musicians who don’t seek the 
same horizons | do, the answer is no. | - 
don’t think | was ever that hard to 
work with. There have been many 
players in my various bands, but each 
has brought something fresh and 
exciting into the music, and | hope 
each of them has left with a feeling of 
accomplishment. | don’t know what it 
would be like to be in a band where 
you're playing with the same people 
for ten or twenty years. In some ways 
it must be wonderful because you 
each know the other so well. But on 
the other hand | imagine things could 
grow a bit stale. | like the challenge of 
working with different people, and | 
always will. 


HP: You still seem to rely on your 
trusty Fender Stratocaster as your 
main instrument. Why? 

YM: Because it is the classic rock gui- 
tar, and no matter what new technol- 
ogy and what new designs companies 
come up with, you can’t touch the 
Strat. It’s like a classic car; today’s 
models may have better sound sys- 
tems, and more efficient breaks, but 
there are so many reasons that the 
Classics are great— It's why they are 
classics. The Strat still provides me 
with everything | need as a musician. 
And anyway, it really isn’t the guitar 
you play, it’s the person playing it. But 
| am the first to admit that without 
the Fender | wouldn't be the same 
musician | am. 


HP: Have you ever done much experi- 
mentation with different guitar mod- 
els? 

YM: Nothing seriously. I'm more con- 
cerned with writing and playing music 
than with trying to find different gui- 
tars. | have a deal to manufacture my 
own model guitar, and that’s primarily 
what | play. That makes sense doesn’t 
it? New guitars really don’t interest 
me. Perhaps | will pick one up and 
play it if it happens to be lying around 
in someone's studio, but | never play 
them with the intent of using them 
for my own recording or stage work. 


HP: Are you happy with your current 
status in the music world? 

YM: | am happy with the music I’m 
making, and that’s always been the 
only goal | have. When | first came 
over to America 15 years ago, my 
goal was to play music. It was 
never to become a rock and roll 
Star. Thankfully | was able to enjoy 
my share of attention while playing 
the music | wanted to play. For 
that, I've always considered myself 
very fortunate.
